we are well warranted in pronouncing 
this-a great people. This wonderful 
‘resurrection into ‘life, too, has been 
wrought in the face of two fruitless 
years of honest toil, great labor and 
immense loss. Despite all- these ap- 
palling disasters the people of the 
South have in one yeardug from their 
desolated fields four hundred million 
Gollars’ worth of products. The his- 
tory of the world does not present so 
powerful an example of recuperative 
energy as is here presented. Sup- 
posirg for the two first years after the 
war the success of the ‘struggling 
planter had been equal to that of last 
year, where would this suceess have 
placed — this country in the 
scale of resources and wealth? 
But these years were disastrous, ruin- 
ous, and but for the energy and perse- 
verance of our peopie they would 
haye been deterred from again ventur- 
ing where failure and ruin for two 
years had alone been their reward.
